Tbey did not 
do much good with the committee 
as that body decided to r^>ort the 
Finn bill with the recommendation of 
the committee, and tlie luissage 
through the house and senate. The 
bill may have some roiiKh sledding. 

It Is predicted by Mr. F'lnn. who la 
chairman of the railroad commission, 
that if the railroads heat this hill, 
there will he a campaiim next time 
members of the legislature are elected, 
with the railroads as the Issue and the 
peofrie will send a legislature to Frank- 
fort that Is committed to the passage 
of a drastic railroad law. giving the 
commission power to control. The 
commission really has no power as It 
now stands and can do but little to 
relieve the hurdena of the ahippers. 
Tha pao p ia tbiak that the awunlssion 
haa auMb gnatar power thaa it haa. 

Tba iMMt fhmaAlas bitt that bas 
heea tartradaoed la tba leslahitnn at 
the praaaat laaaloa ia one that has 
attracted birt little attention. This 
blU racnlataa tka liahlHty of employ 
en tor aoddeat to employes. It re- 
moves eoatrihntory negligence as a 
defense in civil action for damages. 
It also provides that assumption of 
risks can not be plead as a defense in 
such actions. The law applies not ony 
to railruail.s. but also to all employ- 
ers of labor and moans that the bars 
would bp ihrown down for lawyers 
who make a practice of damage suits. 
It would mtan that a man who v.as in- 
iiired. even though hy his own fault, 
could still maintain a suit for (lama!;es 
and the negligence that the plaintiff 
wa.s guilty of. would count only in 
mitigation of damages. The bill was 
introduced by Rapnaaatatlve Waley 
v. Perry. 

The most remarkable tbtoff in 
Frankfort this winter is Gov. Mc- 
Creary. He is woi kiuK like a man ot 
thirty Instead of aventy-fonr and haa 
not "turned a bafaT ataoe the 
began. The severaor waa talktac at 
tbe reoeptlae which ba cava at the 
mansloa Taaaday aisbt aad outlined 
his plaa of Uvlnc: 

"I set ay alara dock tor C o'dock 
every mornliiff. aad the nan who 
maka my lire coma at that 
I do not get up as sooon as I wake 
up, aa I like to lie in bed and think 
for a while before arising. I get up at 
fl:M o^doek every morning and pat 
breaktest about S and then I am rea ly 
to go to my office. 

The governor has not been to b. d 
until midnight any iii^lit since he took 
the oath of office as qovernor for the 
second time. Ho say.s when a man 
reaches his age, the man does not need 
as much sleep as a younger one If he 
sleeps well. Gov. McCreary Is like 
a debutant© about his receptions, and 
wants everybody in Kentucky to at- 
tend them. He is pleased when the 
crowd is large and sees to It that 
everybody has a good time. The re- 
ceptions have been more and 
popular and tbe last one was so 
ed that one could hardly move, but 
everybody enjoyed the eveatas to tbe 
fullest, aad aaariy arerybody atayed 
to the laat talaate. 

The preaeat aaaaloB al the leglsla- 
tun Is half ovar, aad while aoaa bills 
bava haaa paaaed. nally very little 
work baa baaa done. Not a Mil has 
heea teat to tbe goveraor for his slg- 
natnn, although that Is not nmark- 
able considering the way pnvlous leg" 
islatures have watted until the laSt 
minute to get into action i^tiii this 
legislature has been held uii as a 
working liody. It has been working 
overtime Introducing bills, and the 
hojiiier is "plumb full" as one of the 
members put it. When they get Into 
ilie stretch, however, and get in hold- 
ing afternoon sessions, soon to be fol- 
lowed by night sesskiaa, thaa arpi be 
plenty doing. 

The only laugh that has been beard 
in the hoii.se came on Thursday, when 
a bill was introduced, by Mr. Robert- 
son, of I.<ouisville, defining the limit 
within which eggs could be kept in cold 
•storage and requiring hotels and res- 
taurar ts whioh serve cold storage eggs 
to announce this fact in flamin / letters

January 
was very celd from the 4ih to the 16th 
of the month, inelusive, the ■ainimum 
on tho Ttli, bobig tho lowoat shiee Feb- 
ruary 9, 1800. The total precipitation 
for tbe month was 3 49. January's 
normal precipitation Is '.) ) inches 
There was 12.5 iriclits of snow, the 
greatest fall in 21 h' urs CMinm.- on the 
11th, when 8.2 inches fell. The great- 
eat aasonnt of rainfall in a day oasaa i 
the Mth and S»th, when 1.15 inehae Ml. 
Tbe total snowfall during tbe month 
was greater than for .my other January 
since 1895. Cold wave warnings were 
issued on January 6, 11, 14 and 18.
